'Brotherhood  Week'  Begins

There  were  to  have  been 
pineapple  and  coconut  husking 
contests,  kahili  pageantry,  fire 
dances  and  hulas. 

These  were  to  have  been  part  of 
Polynesian  Week  Monday  through 
Friday,  but  Polynesian  Week  has 
been  called  off. 

*‘It  all  started  when  there  was  a 
miX'up  in  scheduling  and  our 
assembly  was  moved  to  the  night  of 
May  8/’  said  Mel  Tano,  president 
of  the  Polynesian  Club. 

Then  last  week  it  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  club  planners 
that  fire  cannot  be  used  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse.  **Not  even  a 
torch  can  be  used  in  that  building,** 
according  to  Provo  Fire  Marshall 
Henry  Brimhall. 

“We  were  very  upset,”  said 
Eileen  Green,  publicity  chairman 
for  the  club.  “Steve  Hunlow 
(newly  elected  vice  president  of 
culture)  and  KleaWorsley  (student 
activities  adviser)  did  everything 
they  could  to  schedule  another 
place  and  time,  but  it  was  just 
impossible.  We  couldn’t  rearrange 
ail  the  blocking  and  procedures  for 
the  ISO  Polynesians  and  'haolis*  in 
the  production.” 

“Dropping  the  assembly 
discouraged  everybody,”  said 
Tano,  "and  we  just  decided  to  drop 
the  whole  week.” 

Steve  Hunlow  and  Klea  Worsley 
were  unavailable  for  comment 
Sunday,  but  1968-69  Vice 
President  of  Culture  Kim  Cameron 
explained  that  there  had  been  some 
previous  confusion  about  the  date 
for  the  Polynesian  assembly,  which 
has  won  the  Best  Student 
Assembly  award  three  out  of  the 
last  four  years. 

"The  Polynesian  Assembly  was 
never  scheduled  as  far  as  we  were 
concerned,”  said  Dr.  J.  LaVar 
Bateman,  coordinator  of 
assemblies. 

“Student  assemblies  were 
scheduled  a year  ago  for  Feb.  13, 
March  6,  April  17,  April  2S  and 
May  IS.  I’ve  known  for  a couple  of 
weeks  that  there  was  a mix-up  and 
it’s  unfortunate,  but  we’ve  had  Elie 
Siegmeister  under  contract  for  a 
year,”  Dr.  Bateman  explained. 

Vice  lYesident  Spiro  Agnew  wilt 
speak  Thursday  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  and  Elie 
Siegmaster’s  forum  assembly  on 
American  Folk  Music  has  been 
changed  to  8:15  p.m.

Brotherhood  Week  begins  today 
with  a panel  discussion  of  "Causes 
of  Racial  Prejudice  and  its  Political 
Effects.” 

The  panel  consists  of  Dr.  Lee 
Farnsworth  of  the  Political  Science 
Dept.,  Dr.  John  Seggar  and  Dr. 
Wilford  Smith  of  the  Sociology 
Dept.,  and  controversial  staff 
member  A.  Fritz  Becker,  and 
adviser  to  the  conservative 
American  Study  Association.  The 
panel  begins  at  1 p.m.  in  the 
Varsity  Theater. 

The  week  is  being  sponsored  by 
the  Sophomore  Class,  with  the 
class  vice  president.  Bob  Elliott, 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  week’s 
activities. 

"Originally  we  made  an  attempt 
to  secure  Negro  speakers,  but  due 
to  a recent  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  limit  the  number  of 
Negro  speakers  to  two  a year,  our 
attempts  were  rendered 
impossible,”  Elliott  said. 

“A  great  number  of  further 
activities,  including  discussions  of 
Church  and  university  racial 
poKcies,  were  planned  but  had  to 
be  scratched  at  the  last  minute 
because  Church  and  university 
officials  preferred  to  stand  on 
previous  statements,”  the  student 
leader  continued. 

“Though  the  loss  of  these 
programs  pretty  much  cut  the 
heart  out  of  the  week,  some  events 
designed  to  improve  racial 
understanding  will  continue  as 
planned,”  Elliott  said. 

Among  the  activities  now 
scheduled  are  today’s  panel 
discussion  at  1 p.m.  on  the 
Wilkinson  Center  West  Patio, 
several  film  showings,  a book 
display,  an  art  and  literature 
contest  and  a clothing  drive  which 
will  be  co-sponsored  with  the 
National  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Colored  People 
(NAACP). 

“A  Time  for  Burning,”  a 
documentary  film  on  integration, 
will  be  shown  every  day 
throughout  the  week  at  noon  in  the 


Varsity  Theater.  Each  showing 
lasts  one  hour. 

Other  films  will  be  shown  every 
day  during  the  week.  Noticesof  the 
titles  and  showing  times  will  be 
posted  in  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE 
each  day. 

Throughout  the  week,  books 
showing  some  black  approaches  to 
the  racial  situation  will  be  on 
display  in  the  Wilkinson  Center 
Reception  Area  (Step-down 
Lounge)  from  9 a.m.  to  S p.m. 

Six  major  Negro  organizations, 
including  the  NAACP,  Black 
Panthers  and  the  Student 
Afro-American  Society,  have  been 
asked  to  send  policy  statement 
concerning  the  national  racial 
problem  and  their  opinions  of  this 
university.  Their  responses  will  also 
be  on  display  with  the  books. 

A major  event  of  the  week  is  the 
Art  and  Literature  contest 
designed  to  involve  students  in  the 
theme  of  international  and 
interracial  Irotherhood. 

ENTRIES 

Entries  must  be  thematically 
related  to  brotherhood,  and  must 
be  submitted  to  the  Sophomore 
Class  office,  424  Wilkinson  Center, 
by  Friday,  May  9.  Prizes  of  $20 
await  the  first  place  winners  in 
both  the  art  and  literature 
categories. 

Judging  the  contest  is  being  done 
by  members  of  the  English  and  Art 
E^pt.  faculties.  Winners  will  be 
notified  by  the  chairman  and 
announced  through  the 
UNIVERSE. 

One  of  the  week’s  most 
important  activities  is  the  clothing 
drive.  Co-sponsored  with  the 
NAACP,  the  dirive  is  designed  to  aid 
a needy  southern  community.  It 
begins  Wednesday  and  will 
continue  for  a week . 

"Our  purpose  in  holding  these 
activities  is  to  clarify  the  racial 
situation  on  campus,  in  the 
Church,  and  to  some  extent  in  the 
nation-to  have  controlled 
exposure  to  the  issues,”  Elliott 
concluded.

Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve 
Apostles  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  will  be 
the  speaker  at  the  Devotional 
Assembly  Tuesday  at  10a.m.  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Benson  served  as  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  for  the  Eisenhower 
administration  from  I9S2-I960, 
on  leave  of  absence  from  the 
Council  of  Twelve. 

He  was  president  of  the  Boise 
Stake  and  the  Washington  Stake 
before  being  sustained  an  apostle  in 
October,  1943. 

Elder  Benson  attended  Oneida 
Stake  Academy  in  Preston,  Idaho, 
Utah  State  Agricultural  Collie 
(now  Utah  State  University)  and, 
following  a mission  to  Great 
Britain,  BYU.  He  did  graduate 
work  at  Iowa  State  University  and 
the  University  of  California.

Suggestions

With  this  year  coming  to  a rabid  close,  a few  people  are  already  thinking 
ahead  to  next  year.  They  are  trying  to  figure  out  ways  to  improve  next 
year  over  this  year.  Some  of  these  people  are  planning  for  next  year’s 
Student  Directory.  Some  are  planning  for  next  year’s  activity  calendar. 
Some  are  planning  on  what  manner  the  bookstore  will  operate.  To  these 
people,  maybe  I could  offer  some  suggestions. 

For  next  year’s  Student  Directory,  it  would  be  nice  to  be  able  to  avoid 
having  this  valuable  work  fade  into  obsolescence  after  the  first  block.  It 
seems  as  though  people  start  moving  around  from  the  first  block  on.  After 
semester  break,  the  Student  Directory  is  a real  hit  and  miss  item. 

If  you  want  to  find  anyone  after  first  semester,  chances  are  he’s  moved. 
In  that  case,  you  must  call  “Student  Information”  for  that  person’s  new 
number. 

The  suggestion:  Publish  an  “Addenda”  to  the  Student  Directory  at 
semester  break.  I’m  sure  the  University  would  be  more  than  happy  to 
provide  the  information  concerning  new  students  and  changes  of  address. 
Students  themselves,  could  fill  out  forms  for  other  changes  of  address, 
new  phone  numbers,  etc. 

I’m  sure  this  could  be  done  without  excessive  cost  and  it  would  make 
the  directory  a worthwhile  item,  even  after  the  first  two  months  of 
school. 

CALENDAR  WEAK 

To  those  who  publish  the  “Activities  Calendar”:  It  would  certainly  be 
nice  if  the  students  could  count  on  something  more  than  the  days  of  the 
month  being  in  correct  order. 

I realize  that  activities  for  May  are  a little  sketchy  in  September,  but 
even  in  months  sooner  than  May,  we  notice  errors,  omissions  and  general 
vagueness. 

One  item  of  note  is  that  the  Calendar  doesn’t  come  out  until  October, 
so  September  is  worthless.  Generally  speaking,  anything  past  first 
semester  may  or  may  not  happen  and  few  of  the  listings  could  be  helpful 
to  students. 

The  suggestion:  Bring  out  two  editions  of  the  calendar— one  for  each 
semester.  That  way  each  edition  would  only  have  to  concern  itself  with 
one  semester  at  a time.  Greater  coverage  could  be  given  to  each  semester, 
with  increased  accuracy,  more  meaning  and  less  “leaving  the  students  in 
the  dark.” 


BARGAIN  BASEMENT 

Each  year,  there  are  a few  innuendos  dropped  to  the  bookstore 
concerning  their  prices;  but  each  year,  the  bookstore  seems  to  miss  those 
innuendos.  Sometimes  I almost  think  it  would  be  a good  idea  to  come 
right  out  and  say,  “Your  prices  are  too  high!” 

It  has  been  noted  with  satisfaction  that  school  supplies  are  generally 
discounted,  but  items  known  as  “luxuries”  are  marked  exorbitantly,  to 
say  the  least. 

It  was  a wise  Grandfather  (Class  of  ’29)  who  cautioned  me,  as  a new 
freshman,  to  do  most  of  my  shopping  at  the  campus  store  in  order  to 
“save  money.”  It  seems  now  that  the  screw  has  turned.  Generally 
speaking,  in  comparison  to  the  bookstore,  the  money  is  to  be  saved  by 
shopping  at  “exclusive”  downtown  Provo  stores. 

The  suggestion:  Simply  lower  prices.  There  is  no  problem  with 
overhead  at  the  Bookstore;  prices  could  be  cut.  Instead  of  making  a kUling 
on  one  item,  lower  prices  would  bring  about  volume  sales.  Volume  sales 
would  mean  more  sales.  More  sales  would  mean  just  as  much  money.  Then 
everyone  would  be  happy.  (I  would  say  something  about  the  textbooks, 
except  I know  when  I’ve  bitten  off  more  than  I can  chew.) 

These  suggestions  are  made  in  a friendly  spirit.  They  seem  to  me  to  be 
improvements  everyone  could  benefit  from. 

And  after  all,  that’s  what  we  want,  isn’t  it?

Because  they  can  serve  as  a 
bulwark  of  truth  for  those  who 
have  become  timed  and  confused 
by  the  fear  which  for  so  long  has 
corroded  our  campus,  the 
following  great  words  spoken  by 
President  Hugh  B.  Brown  in  our 
fieldhouse  March  25,  1958  deserve 
restatement: 

We  are  very  grateful  in  the 
Church  and  in  this  great  university 
that  the  freedom,  dignity,  and 
integrity  of  the  individual  is  basic 
to  church  doctrine  as  well  as  in 
democracy.  Here  we  are  free  to 
think  and  express  our  opinions. 
Fear  will  not  stifle  though,  as  is  the 
case  in  some  areas  which  have  not 
yet  emerged  from  the  dark  ages. 
God  himself  refuses  to  trammel 
man’s  free  agency  even  though  its 
exercise  sometimes  teaches  painful 
lessons.  Both  creative  science  and 
revealed  religion  find  their  fullest 
and  truest  expression  in  the  climate 
of  freedom.  . . . 

I hope  that  you  will  develop  the 
questing  spirit.  Be  unafraid  of  new 
ideas  for  they  are  as  stepping  stones 
to  progress.  You  will,  of  course, 
respect  the  opinions  of  others  but 
be  unafraid  to  dissent— if  you  are 
informed. 

Now  that  I have  mentioned 
freedom  to  express  your  thoughts, 
I caution  you  that  your  thoughts 
and  expressions  must  meet 
competition  in  the  market  place  of 
thought  and  in  that  competition 
truth  will  emerge  triumphant.  Only 
error  needs  to  fear  freedom  of 
expression.  Seek  truth  in  all  fields; 
and  in  that  search  you  will  need  at 
least  three  virtues:  courage,  zest, 
and  modesty.  The  ancients  put  that 
thought  in  the  form  of  a prayer. 
They  said,  “From  the  cowardice 
that  shrinks  from  new  truth,  from 
the  laziness  that  is  content  with 
half  truth,  from  the  arrogance  that 
thinks  it  has  all  the  truth— Oh  God 
of  Truth  deliver  us.

Mr.  Nielson’s  correlation  of  “the 
science  of  (peaceful)  protest”  and 
SDS  presupposes  that  a)SDS  is 
dedicated  to  legitimate  protest, 
and  b)  SDS  employs  peaceful 
means  to  carry  on  said  protest. 
Recent  events  at  college  campuses 
have  proved  both  assumptions  to 
be  false.  One  can  first  ask  where 
SDS  has  ever  led  a genuine, 
constructive  protest.  My  answer 
would  be : nowhere,  for  real  protest 
is  not  their  purpose.  For  example, 
Mark  Rudd,  focal  point  of  the 
disorder  at  Columbia  last  year,  was 
recently  quoted  as  saying,  “We 
manufactured  the  issues.  The 
Institute  for  Defense  Analysis  is 
nothing  at  Columbia.  Just  three 
professors.  And  the  gym  issue  is 
bull.

“Hunger”  premiered  at  the  1966 
Cannes  Film  Festival,  where  Per 
Oscarsson  was  named  Best  Actor 
for  his  performance  in  the  leading 
role.
